\fter twelve days of serious incon- 
venience to the public the strike of 
the employes orf the iKiuisville Kail- 
way Company was brought to a close 
late Tueisday afternoon and only 
after the unconditional surrender on 
the part of the strikers. The sur- 
iei,.|ei- wa,s brought about not bo- 
cause tbe striking employea re- 
linqulahed their right to Join tbe 
union, but becauae a number of mis- 
guided men who had been nn- 

t fortunately allowed lo join the union 
had attempted to destroy the com- 
pany's property and plac^ ait baeard 
the lives of people who rode on the 
ears. 

It has been thoroughly ilemon- 
strated that the attack on a Fourth- 
avenue car Monday night was de- 
lilicrately jilanncd. That lives were 
not lost in the onslaught made* on 
the car seems little short of 
miraeiiloii,s, and it must be said that 
Chief Haager and his men acted with 
a great deal of forbearance in shoot- 
ing over Uie haada ot the rioteia in- 
stead of shooting to kill.- Even then 
several rioters were hit by bullets 
and n number of policemen were 
struck by bowlders.
